E-Boat Pens Hit 
By RAF. 


R the first time since 1942, a 
strong force of aircraft. of 
Bomber Command was out in day- 
light on Wednesday, states the 
British Air Ministry News Service. 
The target was Le Havre, and 
1,200 tons of bombs-—by far the 
greatest weight ever dropped by 
Bomber Command in daylight— 
were dropped by more than 
300 Lancasters on the E-boat 
pens, a concentration of E-boats 
at their moorings and. on torpedo 
boats and the dockside. Some 
12,0001b. bombs were aimed at 
the 8ft. thick concrete pens which 
the Germans are using to harbour 
the E-boats.

A NEW benefits scheme is being 
' launched by the Great Southern 
Railways, under which some 10,000 
transport workers will receive 
pension, life assurance, sickness 
payments, early retirement benefits 
medical and hospital treatment, and 
mortality grants. The contribution 
will be Is. a week for a man and 
6d. a week for a woman. 
The scheme will be brought into 
operation in August, and it will be 
the largest social insurance under- 
taking in Ireland, a G.S. Railway 
official yester“ay told an Irish Times 
reporter. It provides pension rights 
for the first time in the history of 
rish rail and road transport wage 
workers, who, up to the present, 
had been dependent on the 
generosity of the Railway Co. for 
a voluntary allowance during their 
retirement. 
Details of the scheme, which was 
co: ‘sted several weeks ago, are 
now being circulated among the 
workers. he delay, it is learned, 
was “used by the general election, 
in view of which the company 
decided to withhold its plans, in 
ord-. to.avoid possible influence on 
the political situation. 

On attaining the age of 65, male 
workers will be offered £1 a week 
for life,or may accept their pension 
in a variety of other forms. Women 
employées retiring at 60 may take 
a pension of 10s. a week for life, 
or may have their pension paid in 
other forms. In the event of the 
death of a pensioner before five 
years payments have been made, 
the pension will be continued to his 
personal representative, to ensure a 
minimum of £260 in the case of 
male workers and £130 in the case 
of women workers. 

Further. the . worker will be 
covered for A life assurance of £100 
while in the company’s service, and 
on retirement can receive the full 
amount in cash, or take a- whole

The Eighth Army 
apparently has reached a point 
less than a hundred miles from 
Florence, having gained posses- 
sion of the “key” road centre of 
Orvieto. Fighting is taking place 
on the outskirts of Terni; and 
the Americans are stated to be 
only about eighty-four miles from 
Leghorn. From Russia comes 
the report that there has been a 
new break - through on the 
Karelian Isthmus, in the direction 
of Viborg.
